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TRUSTEES' REPORT. 



To His Excellency the Governor and the Honorable Council, 

Complying with the statute requirements of the Common- 
wealth, the trustees of the State Hospital and the State Farm 
submit their fifty-second annual report, concerning the condi- 
tion and work of the State Hospital for the year ending Sept. 
30, 1906. 

The report made to us by Dr. John H. Nichols, the super- 
intendent and resident physician, together with the tabulated 
information accompanying the same, all of which are oflfered 
as a part of the report of the trustees, give a detailed account 
of the service rendered the wards of the State by the hospital 
during the year in review. 

From the statements embodied in and accompanying the 
superintendent's report it appears that there were admitted 
during the year 3,894 persons; this was 7 less than were ad- 
mitted during the year last reported, which exceeded all pre- 
vious records by 103. The whole number of inmates under care 
during the year was 5,290, or 186 more than last year and 479 
beyond the highest previous record, which was made in 1897. 
Of these, 675 were insane patients. The largest number under 
care at any one time was 1,830 and the smallest 1,253, the 
weekly average being 1,491, or precisely the same as last year 
and 142 more than the highest weekly average prior to that 
time. 

The relative prominence of the strictly hospital feature of 
the work of the institution is shown by the fact that, of the 
total number under care, 4,277, or more than four-fifths, were 
treated as patients in hospital. 

During the year the report of which is now presented there 
was expended $206,558.97 for current maintenance, of which 
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$51,904.56 was for salaries, wages and labor, and $154,654.41 
for general expenses. This gives a gross per capita cost of 
$2.66 per week, which is 8 cents below last year's record. 

If from this total expenditure for maintenance there should 
be deducted the amounts received by the State for articles sold, 
and the sums collected from cities and towns and from the 
United States for the care of persons subject to municipal or 
federal charge, there would remain a net outlay from the treas- 
ury of the State, for current expenses, of $187,149.12. 

The annual inventory which the statutes require (Revised 
Laws, chapter 84, section 7) has been taken by Charles H. Lit- 
tlefield of Lawrence. This appraisal of the real and personal 
property connected with the institution and belonging to the 
State shows a total valuation of $1,173,110.25, classified as 
shown in a table submitted by the appraiser and accompanying 
this report 

Under special appropriations made by the Legislature for 
permanent improvements in the institution plant there has been 
expended during the year the sum of $45,328.21, as shown in 
tables herewith submitted. 

The most important and expensive special work of the year 
has been the continuance of the construction of the ward for 
insane women, authorized by chapter 434 of the Acts of 1902. 
The building is now far advanced toward completion, and will 
give opportunity for a further classification of the unfortunate 
sufferers from mental derangement 

Three small buildings for the reception of cases of con- 
tagious diseases of various types have been erected during the 
year, and all will soon be ready for use in case of need. 

The capacity of the system of water supply has been in- 
creased by the driving of additional wells. 

The sewage is now all discharged at a point one-half mile 
distant from the main group of buildings, and work has been 
begun upon the filter beds upon which it is to be discharged for 
purification. 

Early in the year an addition to the women's dormitory was 
opened, thus giving a welcome addition to the quarters for 
women not in the hospital. 

The capacity of the consumptives' hospital for men has been 
further enlarged by the construction of a second camp appendix, 
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specially adapted for the open-air treatment. Only those who 
choose to do so occupy these quarters. 

A building for male officers, to accommodate 40 persons, is 
in process of erection. 

Other minor improvements of permanent character are noted 
by the superintendent in his report to the trustees. 

The trustees present, with their endorsement, the recom- 
mendations of the superintendent as to needed improvements 
felt to be important, emphasizing strongly the need of an addi- 
tion to the hospital for men. 

There should also be in hand a small fund for the purchase 
of land which may become available and would be a desirable 
addition to our farm area. 

The repair of walks and the construction of walks to new 
buildings will require a moderate appropriation. 

As soon as possible additional kitchen and dining-room accom- 
modations should be provided. 

The trustees note the call of Miss Augusta C. Robertson, late 
superintendent of nurses and head of our training school, to 
the superintendency of the Elliot Hospital in Manchester, 
N. H., as new evidence of the merit of the State Hospital. 

In closing their report the trustees desire to bear renewed 
witness to the fidelity, zeal and intelligence of the superin- 
tendent, Dr. John H. Nichols, as the administrator in chief 
of this great trust, and to recognize also the loyal, prompt and 
effective co-operation of the members of his medical and execu- 
tive staffs, of liurses and assistants, and of all who have faith- 
fully contributed to the care and control of those of the wards 
of the State who have been committed to our custody.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



To the Trustees of the StcUe Hospital and State Farm, 

I have the honor of presenting to you the fifty-second annual 
report of the State HospitaL 

The records show 5,290 people cared for and 3,894 admis- 
sions during the year. The lowest daily census was 1,263, on 
Sept. 28, 1906, and the highest daily census was 1,830, on Feb. 
28, 1906. The weekly average was 1,491. 

There were 618 deaths, — 477 in the hospital department 
and 141 in the department for the insane, — of which 432 were 
males and 186 females. There were 188 deaths due to phthisis 
and 32 to other forms of tuberculosis, 60 pneumonia, 114 cardiac 
diseases, 30 cancer, 31 cerebral hemorrhage, 37 enteritis, 10 
specific disease, 6 multiple neuritis, 12 general paralysis, 1 
typhoid, 1 diphtheria, 27 arterio-sclerosis. There were 114 
births, — 64 males and 60 females. 

The cash disbursements were $206,668.97 and the weekly 
per capita cost was $2.66. 

Income. 

During the year $1,004.48 was turned in to the State Treas- 
urer for articles sold, etc. ; the State Board of Charity has col- 
lected $17,695.87 from towns, cities and individuals, aod 
$709.50 from the federal government; thus, with a total income 
of $19,409.85, the net outlay for running the institution was 
$187,149.12. 

Fabm and Gabden. 

A fair result has been obtained from the farm and garden 
this year ; although the amount of hay and com harvested was 
less than the preceding year, the vegetable production was 
greater than usual. 

Hospitals. 

There was still greater increase in the hospital work during 
this last year, 183 cases more than there were before, and the 
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overcrowding in these departments was very markedly felt dur- 
ing the winter months. 

In the hospital wards were treated 4,277 patients, — 3,206 
males and 1,071 females. Of these, 3,314 were classified as 
medical cases and 963 as surgical. Among the diseases treated 
were 651 cases of phthisis and 85 cases of other forms of tuber- 
culosis, 83 cases of pneumonia, 162 cases of syphilis, 51 of 
cancer, 1 of sarcoma, 14 of erysipelas, 12 of typhoid, 18 of 
malaria, 2 of varicella and 1 of diphtheria. There were 259 
surgical operations performed. 

In the out-patient department 2,378 cases were treated, — 
1,885 medical and 493 surgical. In the hospital for consump- 
tives 517 were treated, of which 238 were discharged improved, 
42 not improved and 131 died; there were 105 remaining in 
these wards at the end of the year. The overcrowding in this 
department, which was mentioned last year, was still more 
severely felt during the last winter. 

Department fob the Insane. 

There were admitted to this department during the year 111 
cases, — 45 by transfer and 66 by commitment. The daily 
average number of patients has been 524.95. The number 
remaining Sept. 30, 1905, was 475. There were 141 deaths, — 
64 males and 77 females. There were discharged 4 cases recov- 
ered, 10 improved and 7 not improved. 

The infirmary tables record 329 cases treated, of which 298 
were medical and 31 surgical. There were 26 cases of multiple 
neuritis, with 6 deaths. 

Medical Staff. 

On September 1 Dr. Julius M. Dutton resigned his position as 
assistant physician, having rendered three years of excellent 
service. It is Dr. Dutton's intention to enter private practice. 

Certificates of satisfactory service as internes have been pre- 
sented to Dr. Walter C. Kenney, Dr. Carl J. Hedin and Dr. 
Robert B. Harrington. Dr. Kenney was appointed as regular 
assistant physician on March 1 and Dr. Hedin on July 1. 
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Tbainiistg School fob I^ueses. 

The training school for nurses, at the end of its fourteenth 
year, is in very satisfactory condition. There have been 26 
probationers accepted during the year, and 9 nurses have re- 
ceived diplomas. 

The course in the training school covers three years, and the 
nurses' work is about equally distributed between the insane 
and general hospital departments. The lecture courses and the 
clinical exercises during the past year have been very satisfac- 
tory and profitable, and still further improvement in this work 
is contemplated during the coming year. 

On Jan. 1, 1906, Miss Augusta C. Robertson, superintendent 
of nurses and principal of the training school, resigned her posi- 
tion, after three years of devoted work and untiring efforts in 
improving conditions and raising the standards in our training 
school, to accept the position as superintendent of the Elliot 
Hospital in Manchester, N. H. With her characteristic zeal 
and perseverance Miss Robertson has taken hold of the work, 
and the anticipated reports of her success have already reached 
us from the hospital in Manchester. 

Miss Helen West, assistant superintendent of nurses, also 
resigned her position, to take up private nursing, after six years 
of most acceptable service. 

Miss Rachael Bourke, formerly principal of the training 
school at the Cooper Hospital in Camden, 'N, J., was appointed 
to fill the vacant position in our training school as superintendent 
of nurses. Miss Grace Spicer, also of the Cooper Hospital, 
succeeded to the position vacated by Miss West. 

The following nurses have graduated during the year : Eliz- 
abeth Lamey, Frances C. Matthews, Erederica Mary E. White, 
Jessie McNabb, Maude M. Currie, Jennie E. Cosman, Olive S. 
Eraser, Mary A. Dunnigan and Elorence G. Rice. 

Improvements made during the Year. 

Work on the sewerage system has been continued so that now 
all of the sewage from the institution has been connected with 
the main linq of pipe and is discharged at a point one-half mile 
distant from the main group of buildings, and the work on the 
filter beds has been commenced and considerable progress made. 
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Work on grading and filling in of roadbed for new location 
of Livingstone Street has been continued and is now near com- 
pletion. 

Work on the asylum for women has progressed slowly and 
the building is now ready for the laying of the floors, hanging 
of doors, and general finishing up. 

Another camp at the consumptives' hospital has been com- 
pleted, to accommodate 20 patients. 

Three wards for infectious diseases have been built on the 
south-west corner of our main group of buildings. They are 
separated from each other about 20 feet, the combined capacity 
of the three buildings being for 35 patients, so arranged that 
a special building for each form of infectious disease could be 
used in case there were two or more epidemics at the same time. 
Of these buildings one is finished and the other two nearly ready 
for occupancy. 

Ten additional wells have been driven, to increase the supply 
of water at the pumping station. 

A building for male ofiBcers, situated on the south-east corner 
of the institution, is now in course of erection and will have 
accommodations for 40 officers. 

A certain number of rooms have been partitioned off and 
plastered over the main part of our stable building for the addi- 
tional accommodation of men officers. 

The Manning house, which was formerly used for our infec- 
tious diseases, has been put in thorough repair, to be occupied 
by the head farmer. 

The old east district schoolhouse, which had been closed for 
some years by the town, was purchased by the State Hospital 
last fall and put in thorough repair, and has been used as a 
school for those children who require long-continued treatment 
and are able to be about, and also for those transient children 
who are sometimes held here with their parents for one or two 
weeks until arrangements can be made for their transfer else- 
where. Although there has been but a small attendance during 
the year, a regular teacher has been employed and the results 
have been very satisfactory. 

An addition to the women's dormitory was opened on the 1st 
of January, giving us more comfortable, bright and sunny day 
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rooms for the nursery, and sitting rooms for the women^ addi- 
tional dormitory space, and at the same time somewhat relieving 
the women's hospital from its overcrowding. 

Impbovemsnts suggested. 

Last year we spoke of the overcrowding of our men's hospital 
wards and the need of a new ward to accommodate 100 patients. 
This is a need that is still very urgent, and I would renew the 
recommendation this year. 

I would also suggest that an appropriation be made for the 
purchase of real estate now on the market. 

There is also a need for the enlargement of the kitchen de- 
partment and for additional dining-room accommodations, as 
the present dining rooms are inadequate and one of them unsuit- 
able for use. 

An appropriation will be needed to extend the concrete walks 
to reach the buildings recently added to our institution, and 
also for extensive repairing of the old system of walks. 

With the greater demand each year for improvement in con- 
ditions throughout all the various departments of our institution, 
there is need for still further subdivision or classification of the 
work, which will require the employment of more officers in 
some departments, and the creation of certain new offices for 
carrying on our work at the highest possible standard. 

The institution ever since its beginning has depended upon 
its inmates for the accomplishment of a great part of the regular 
daily work, that is, that which does not require skill. But at 
the present time we find ourselves badly handicapped in all of 
our departments to find able-bodied help enough to accomplish 
what should be done. In fact, if it were not for the help which 
we receive from our department for the insane it would be 
impossible to carry on much of our regular work excepting in 
the middle of the winter, when we are very much overcrowded. 
It would seem as if a policy favoring the detention of the in- 
mates in the institution for a week or more after their recovery, 
that they might render some service in return for the benefits 
which they had received while sick, would be greatly to the 
advantage of the hospital and at the same time be a good thing 
for the patients. 
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At the close of this year the Eev. Father Sirois, who has 
acted as chaplain for the last seven years, left us to be stationed 
in Buffalo ; and the Rev. Father Smith, who has been here for 
one year, has been assigned a parish in Lowell. In testimony of 
their services I wish to express my appreciation of their devo- 
tion to the needs and interests of the patients in the hospital, 
and also the cordial relationship which they have ever held with 
those in charge of the various departments of the institution. 
The Eev. Father Patton and the Eev. Father Paquette are now 
their successors as the Catholic chaplains. 

Eev. W. J. Minchin has shown special interest and devotion 
to his work as chaplain among those of the Protestant faith 
during the year.
